COSTLY TRADE CONFLICT 
SEEMS TO BE INEVITABLE 


Trouble Grows Out of the 
Tariff --- Negotiations Have 
Been in Progress for a Peace- 
ful Settlement, But Have 
Failed, and a Fight Seems to 
Be Assured. 


Washington, Januery 11.—Nearly 
half a billion dollars’ worth of trade 
is the stake in the game of diplomacy 
now in progress between America and 
Germany. 

The issue will be known within a 
month. On February 7, in accordance 
with the notice given to Germany last 
April by the state department, the 
reciprocity arrangement made under 
the terms of the Dingley act with 
(sermany will expire, and simultane- 
ousiy the gweneral tariff rates of that 
country will apply to all imports from 
America, unless in the short period 
of time intervening Secretary Knox 
and the German ambassador shall be 
able to reach a mutually satisfactory 
understanding. 

Bitter and Costly Struggle. 

At this noment the indications are 
that this understanding is bevond at- 
tainment, and that it will be onliv 
under the stress of a bitter and cost- 
ly struggle that the two nations can 
cempose their differences and restore 
their trade to normal conditions. 

America will not be the onlv suf- 
ferer from this rupture, for on April 
7 next the full rigors of the maximum

UPSET BY THE MACHINE 


Republican Whip Orders That 
No Republican Members Are 
to Be Paired Except When He 
Consents---Democrats Invoke

Washington. January 11.—An an- 
cient custom of the houseof represent- 
atives which has been in use _ for 
fifty years, was overturned today by 
Representative Dwight, of New York, 
the republican whip, when he instruct- 
ed the pair clerks at the speaker's 
desk to cease pairing republican mem- 
bers except under prescribed condi- 
tions. The move is declared by demo- 
craits and insurgents to be a move 
against the latter, and intended to give 
the organization additional leverage 
when close votes occur. 

As a Counter Move. 

Representative Garner, of Texas, the 
temporary democratic whip, stated 
that Dwight had instructed the pair 
clerks to make no pairs excepting on 
Dwight’s approval. This Dwight de- 
nies, but the upshot of the matter 
was that Garner invoked, as a counter 
move, a long-buried and hitherto un- 
observed rule of the house, and here- 
after members will be required to make 
their pairs in writing at the spéaker’'s 
desk. 

For a score of years or more it has 
been the heuse custom to allow pairs 
at any time without questibn. The 
almost forgotten rule of the house on

Obstacie Reached. 

Negotiations have been in progress 
for months between the two govern- 
ments to avoid this issue, but an ob- 
stacle has been reached in the demand 
‘of the state department for the re- 
laxation of the German prohibition 
agzaipst American cattle. The Ger- 
man government takes the pogition 
thet these restrictions, founded on 
veterinary and sanitary reasons, em- 
hodied in laws of general application. 
cannot be regarded properly as dis- 
criminatory against the United States, 
and that it would be as reasonable to 
exnect America to repeal or suspend 
the pure fcod law as to require the 
(;erman government to disregard the 
provisions of the animal !mportation 
act. 

What Fight Will Mean. 

Just what this fight will mean is 
revealed by the statistics of the Ger- 
man-Americanh trade for 1908, which 
are the latest tn the possession of the 
state department. Germany sent to 
America in that year goocs valued at 
more than $160,000,000, two-thirds of 
@which were dutiable, and on these 
would apply the increased tariff rate 
of 25 per cent. 

fm the other hand America shipped 
to Germany. our second best customer 
among nations. no less than $300,000,- 
900 worth of products. Many of these 
will have to pay inereased rates of 
duty after February 7, though rnvt all. 

-Penalty on Wheat. 

But in 1908 $29,000,000 
American wheat enteréd Germany, 
and this must pay a penalty of 2 
rnarks for each hundred kilogrammes 
this vear, which would probably result 
in the transfer of ail this trade *to 
Argentina, Canada and Russia. 

Corn was shipped to Germany to the 
salue of $5,000,000 in 1908 and the 
increased @uty that will be exacted 
en this staple will be 3 marks per 
hundred kilogrammes, practically a 
prohibitive rate. Ninety million dol- 
lars’ worth of cotton formed part of 
the exports to Germany in the same 
vear. and while this is at present on 
the German free list, it might still be 
subjected to a- heavy duty if the Ger- 
man goverrment shou'd have recourse 
to its “fighting tariff.” 

On the whole, the effect upon 
Americafi export trade will be for 
greater than in the ease of the ab:o- 
gation of the French reciprocity 
agreement. ‘

The move of the democrats, if suc- 
cessful, may result in greatly limiting 
the proposition of pairing as well as, 
perhaps, nullifying the effort of the re- 
publican regu:ars to embarrass the in- 
surgents. It would also, no doubt, aid 
any insurgent who might be laboring 
under official displeasure and discrim- 
ination by enabling him to arrange a 
pair by going to the speaker's desk. 

Representative Garner pointed out 
that this move would result in in- 
creasing the attendance of the house, 
as those members who were frequently 
absent and counted always as paired 
would be compelled to attend and ar- 
range their pairs in order to Rave them 
show in the record. 

Ne Caucus Yet Called. 

No caucus of the house: republicans 
on the Ballinger-Pinchot committee 
has been called, according to the state- 
ment of Representative Currier of New 
Hampshire, chairman of the caucus, A 
call may be issued at any téme, how- 
ever, and the insurgents may or may 
not be bidden to take part in it. 

The democrats will probably caucus 


on the subject the latter part of the 
week. 


The joint senate and house repub- 
lican caucus, which will be heid  to- 
morrow night, in the house of repre- 
sentatives, will result in no fight be- 
tween the regulars and the insurgents.

AVERT LYNCHING 
INILLINOIS TOWN 


Vienna, Til., January 11.—Mobs that 
formed at Eldorado and Harrisburg to- 
night to lynch three negroes in jail 
here charged with the murder of Al- 
len Clark, a rural carrier, were frus- 
trated when they could not get a irain 
to bring them to this city. 

Acting on instructions from Sheriff 
Mathis, the Big four officials refused 
t> permit freight trains to continue to 
this city from Eldorado and Harris- 
burg, and no traing will be run until 
tomorrow morning. 

By that time, it is expected, four 
companies of militia ordered out by 
Governor Daneen upon an appeal from 
the sheriff that a lynching was immi- 
nent, will have arrived. 

The jail ig heavily guarded, Sheriff 
Mathis having sworn in 300 deputies, 
or nearly every available man in the 
village, to protect the prisoners. 

The militia company from Cairo is 
now on the way here, it is said, and 
should arrive by midnight. Cairo is 
35 miles distant. 

Clark was assaulted by three ne- 
groes Saturday night while en route 
to Harrisburg. The negroes were 
Jesse Taborn, Harry Taborn and Al- 
exander Jenks. The three were ar- 
rested and lodged in the Johnson coun- 
ty jail at Vienna. ‘ 

Ciark died tonight at 6 oclock, and. 
the report of his death aroused popu- 
lar sentiment againsi bis slayers to 
the frenzy point, particularly at Har- 
risburg, his home. Mobs of between 
200 and 500 persons each formed at 
that city and Eldorado, and were only

COLLEGES BURNS 


LossEstimatedat $25,000. 
Origin Unknown. 


Fire broke out shortly after 8 o'clock 
on the top floor of the Morris Brown 
college, the colored institution at the 
corner of North Boulevard and Hous- 
street, and before the firemen 5se- 
eured control, had entailed a of 
$25,000, which is fully covered by insur- 
ance, 

The unknown, 
but there are three suppositions as to 
iis cause, either a defective flue, some 
trouble with one of the stoves on the 
top floor used for heating purposes or 
electric light wire. 

The fire was discovered by Bishop 
Flipper, who lives directly across the 
street from the institution, who noticed 
a small blaze on the northeast corner 
of the building. He gave the alarm, 
and without disorder or confusion the 
inmates of the building, of whom there 
were about two hundred, filed out. 

Two Fleors Gutted. 

The fire department arrived about 
ffteen minutes after the fire started, 
but the bell tower was then a mass of 
flames, amd the two top stories, used as 
dormitories for the girls, were burn- 
ing fiercely. However, before the 
flames could be controlled the burning 
part of the builaing was gutted, and 
the remainder damaged by water. It 
was under control by about 10 o'clock. 

The Morris Brown college is a col- 
ored co-educational institution of 
learning, owned by the African Metho- 
dist Episcopal church. The entire plant 
is worth about $150,000—the main 
Mauilding, the one attacked by the fire, 
war estimated at $48,500, without tak- 
ing into consideration the value of the 
fixtures, which would probably make 
the total worth over $50,000. 

Total Insurance Piaced at $30,000. 

There is an attendance of between 
800 to 1,000 students, 190 of whom are 
boarders. Since the sleeping quarters 
of the latter have been destroyed, ar- 
rangements have been made to house 
the girls in the men’s building, while 
the men will be taken care of by neigh- 
boring families.

Fitzgerald Wins Mayoralty 


by About 1,200 Votes. 


| Boston, January 11.—Boston today, 
in the first partyless election held 
under a new charter, elected former 
Mayor John F. Fitzgerald to again 
fill the mayor's chair, this time for 
a four-year term, giving him 46,968 
votes and a plurality of 1,223 over his 
nearest opponent, James J. Storrow, 


banker, former president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, and former 
chairman of the board, who received 
45,745. 

The remarkable feature of the elec- 
tion to many was the small vote of 
1,783 given the present mayor, George 
A. Hibbard, who received 38,000 votes 
two years ago, being elected on a ‘re- 
form” ticket, over Fitzgereld. The 
fourth mayoralty aspirant, Nathaniel 
H. Taylor, found only 629 supporters. 

Recount Is Wanted, 

Mr, Storrow'’s campaign Manager 
gave out a statement, declaring that, 
while he acknowledged the election 
of Fitzgerald by an apparent plural- 
ity of 291 votes, he would ask for a re- 
count. 

The campaign, noteworthy in many 
ways, was easily Boston's greatest. A 
record total vote, 95,125, more than 
84 per cent of the*total registration, 
was cast. 

Mr. Fitzgeraid won his victory to- 
day in spite of the fact that not one 
of the daily newspapers of the 
advocated his election. He based his 
campaign on a plea of vindication, his 
previous term in office having been 
conspicuous for the exposure of graft 
among a number of his subordinates. 
Like Mr. Storrow, he is a democrat. 

Under the provisions of the new 
charter. the’ ballots today bore no 
party designations, but only the can- 
didates’ names and street addresses. 

Personal Victory for Fitzgerald. 

Mr. Storrow made a determined fight 
to gain the chief executiveship of the 
city, promising the citizens a progres. 
sive business administration. He was 
unable to overcome, however, the 
work of the powerful persona! follow- 
ing of Mr. Fitzgerald. ;

Estimate fo Be Given Directors 
at the Annual Meeting 
January 20 


DOUBLE TRACKS TO 
BE BUILT SOON 


Eighteen New Cars Are to Be 
Bought, a Repair and Ma- 
chine Shop to Be Constructed, 
Additional Machinery to Be 
Installed---Growth of City 


Demands Improvements. 


| President P. S. Arkwright, of the 
(Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany, has compiled a memoranda of 
the imprevements contemplated by the 
company during the current year, 
which will be submitted to the stock- 
holders and directors of this corpora- 
tion at their annual meeting on Jan- 
uary 

This includes the estimates fer sev- 
eral miles of double track which the 
company is to construct this year, to 
furnish better service upon the more 
congested lines: the purchase of eight- 
een additional cars: the erection of a 
repair and machinery shop: the con- 
struction of another gas tank; the in- 
stallation of additional boilers and ma- 
chinery and such other improvements 
as may be required in the way of ad- 
ditional necessities. 

This estimate does not take into con- 
sideration any extension work, but 
simply improvements which the com- 
pany will make in order to fill the 
crying meed for quicker service and 
more cars. The memoranda calis for 
an expenditure of about 3700,000. 

Te Ask New Franchises. 

It is expected that these improve 
ments will be undertaken at once, and 
the additional tracks laid &s soon as 
the neoessary permission is secured 
from counci! to lay tracks where no 
franchise is now held. On many of 
the streets whére new track ik to’ be 
laid a franchise is already held. New 
track will be laid only on those streets 
where the present roadway now con- 
taining one track is too narrow to 
permit the laying of an additional 
track. 

In addition to the double-tracking, 
this company proposes to spend $30,000 
in the construction of an additiona! 
repair and machinery plant at the Ful- 
Seca county plant, on the Southern raii- 
way and Tenth street: $70,000 in the 
ipurchase of eighteen new cars, twelve 
lof which are to be single-truck cars 
jand six are to be double-truck -cars.

the constantly advancing ~prices of 
commodities of all Kinds lies at the 
door of the labor trust, a cardinal 
principle of which is to raise wages 
and restrict production, neither of 
Which can fail to diminish the purchas- 
ing power of the dollar, and when 
working together they doubly depre- 
clate its value.’’ 
| Mr. Kirby then recited the formation 
of the Civic Federation as a national 
organization by the late Mark Hanna, 
and said:

Attorney General Hart 
Appears for the State. 


Case Involves the Extent of the 
Tax Exemption of the Geor- 
gia Railroad---Attorneys for 
Both Sides Subjected to Fire 
of Questions.

Washington, January 11.—(Special.) 
The arguthent before the supreme 
court in the Georgia railroad tax case 
Was not concluded until nearly 4:30 
this afternoon, Attorney General Hart 
closing for the state. Attorney Samuel 
H. Sibley, of Union Point, opened the 
case as counsel for the counties of 
Wilkes and Taliaferro. He was follow- 
ed by Major Joseph B. Cumming, of 
Augusta, counsel for the road. Judge 
Joseph R. Lamar, counsel for the 
road, spoke next, and Attorney General 
Hart cOncluded. Attorneys Hooper 
Alexander and Alex King did not make 
any argument, the parties being re- 
siricted to two on each side. The ar- 
Zument consumed about four hours. 

This case involves the extent of the 
tax exemption of the Georgia Rallroad 
and Banking Company under its orig- 
inal charter. A full court, with the 
exception of Mr. Justice Moody, heard 
the argument. Counsel were subjected 
to a hot fire of questioning from the 
bench. 

The Georgia railroad claims that 
under the fifteenth section of its orig- 
inal charter, it has an _ irrepealable 
contract with the state of Georgia, 
limiting the tax rate that mav be as- 
sessed against its property. regardless 
of its value—to a tax of not exceeding 
one-half of 1 per cent en the ret in- 
come from that property. The state's 
position is that this contract was with 
the stockholders, and guarantees that 
their stock shall not be taxed%in excess 
of the limit fixed, and that it has no 
reference to the property of the cor 
poration.

Los Angeles, Cal., January 11.—Glenn 
H. Curtiss, an American aviator, who 
yesterday was eclipsed by Louis Papl- 
han’s spectacular feats, today defeated 
his French rival for the honors of 


today. 

Paulhan again won the plaudits of 
the immense throng with daring and 
spectacular flights, while the less 
theatrical American reaped more sub- 
stantial honors. Curtiss. established 
a new world’s record for speed. for 
aeroplanes carrying a passenger, fly-, 
ing 55 miles an hour with his man- 
ager, Jerome S. Fancuilli, beside him. 
and he set two other less important 
records. Not to be outdone, Paulhan 
took up one of-his mechanicians and 
flew 3 miles, but failed to equal the 
speed set by Curtiss in his biplane. 

The flights of-four aeroplanes fur- 
nished 30,000 spectators at aviation 
field an exciting finale. ‘The first se- 
rious accident of the meet occurred 
today when Edgar Smith, a Callfor- 
nian, who, in-an aeroplane, while tun- 
ing up his machine for his first at- 
tempt at flight, was struck down by 
the metal blades of the propeller. His 
head was severely gashed and his left 
arm was broken. 

To complete the day's events, Roy 
Knabenshue and Lincoln Beachey 
made flights in dirigible balloons.

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‘BOUT STOCKADE 


Collier Was Not to Blame 


Will Recommend Some Im- 
provements Be Made, But 
Think System and Not Com- 
missioner of Public Works 
Should Be Criticised. 


At a dinner given by Alderman John 
S. Candler, at his residence Monday 
evening, the special committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the charges 
against the city stockade, agreed upon 
the main points of the report, which 
will be made to council next Monday 
afternoon. 

The decisions reached by 
mittee, both as to the elegant 
and the stockade, were unanimous. 

It was agreed. as to the stockade, 
that Commissioner Henry L. Collier 
camé/sinto the “system by inheritance,” 
and that he did much improve the 
system. He has not been to blame, the 
report will state, “for those conditions 
at the stockade that should be criti- 
cised and changed.” 

The report, however, will criticise 
Superintendent Dave Vining and seme 
of the men who were undér him. lt 
will recommend that Captain Vinings 
resignation be accepted. 

Other Important Features. 

Other important recommendations 
will be that the city provide working 
uniforms for the convicts; that the 
prison be improved; that better food 
be furnished and that better sleeping 
apartments be provided. 

There will be no word of comment 
about the rings in the wall and the 
bucking chair. As the report will con- 
tein a section calling for a special offi- 
eer to look after the punishing of 
convicts, it will be left to his judg- 
ment ang discretion as to what mode 
of punishment should be adopted. 

There will be scme remarks about 
certain affairs at the stockade being 
looselv managed, and a chang? 
about this will be recommended. 

To Create ‘Two Departments. 

After zoing over the above points 
and after stating very plainiy that 
Commissioner Collier has not been to 
blame. the committee will take a big 
leap into the province of reform. It 
will ask the mayor and genera! council 
to make the stockade under a separate 
department from that of the commis- 
sicner of public works, and to that end 
will recommend that there be an of- 
fice created known as genera’ manager 
o* the city stockade, and that a good 
salary be paid. so the right sort of a 
man can be secured. Under this. plan 
the stockade manager will have charge 
of the city convicts. and will furnish 
such labor to the commissioner of pub- 
lie works as he can spare from his 
force: commissioner of public 
werks will remain. in charge of the 
storPkade stables, teams and free labor. 

Thie if about all that the committee 
Aecided to act unon at the dining 
‘tf meet« again hefore the report is 
fnaliv adopted. it may still make a 
few slight changes. It is possible that 
a recommendation mav be made for 
a matron at the stockade, who wil! 
look after the female prisoners. 

“Our report.” stated a member 
the committee, “is a change of the 
stockade system that has been in 
vogue for many vears. Not one of us 
can see. from the evidence, that Mr. 
has been to blame.” 

Money Needed for the Stockade. 

As the city stockade has been in 
‘he limelight for the past two weeks 
and the report of the investigating 
committee has about been agreed 
upon, the needs of the prison de- 
partment of the city, as made out by 
Commissioner of Public Works Col- 
Yer and adopted by the street com- 
mittee of council Tuesday morning, 
will doubtless be of considerable in- 
terest. 5 

Mr. Collier asked for $56,000 as the 
total amount with which to run the 
stockade for one year, and at the 
same time make the improvements 
that he has been urging for several 
years, and the want of which brought 
about the recent investigation. 

Beside. the $56,000. Mr. Collier will 
aiso need ay additional. amount for 
the purchase of a cooking range.

The explosion occurred shortly 
after 12 o'clock vesterday. The  lggs 
was fully insured. 

Both Braswell! and Baldwin were en- 
gaged in filling paint cans in the stock 
recom when one of them struck a match. 
The head of the match. in some manner 
ignited the confined gas in one of the 
cins and the explosion followed. 

Immediately the entire place was one 
swirling of flames. The fire 
alarm wasturnedinby Signal Operator 
Benion at police headquarters and a 
quick run by the department followed, 
but the flames had already secured a 
firm grip on the building. 

Risked Life for Companion. 

Burning paint spouted into the air 
and covered the two boys’ bodies. Bald- 
vin realizing their danger, seized a 
fire-extinguisher and turned it on 
Braswel!, and did not give himself a 
thought.

An interesting feature, 
however, is the fact that in 1907 the 
amount of cash on hand wag $16,191,-

1909. This was due to the fact that 
in the panic year the banks held hard 
end fast to all the cash that came 
their way and paid out clearing house 
certificates, but when the financial 
equilibrium.was restored .the cash 
again began to circulate. 

On the liability side of the state- 
ment it is shown that the aggregate 
has increased 
from $17,636,679.66 in 1907 to $20,228,- 
453.05 in 1409, and surplus and aet 
profits show an increase of nearly 
$2,000,000. 

The amount due to depositors in- 
creased from $48,707,739.02 in 1907 to 
$66.775,714.57 in 1909. The -inerease 
was even larger by some $2,000,000, as

DOES FLOUR THA T BLUSHES — 
SWINDLE HONEST MILLER, 
CONSUMER AND DEALER? 


“Plenty of artificially bleached flour 
is being illegally sold in Georgia under 
conditions that defraud the consumer, 
poison the bread of the housewife, place 
the honest miller at a hopeless disad- 
vantage and subject the wholesaler 
and retailer selling it to fine and con- 
fiscation.” 

That was the assertion yesterday of 
@ representative of a well-known 
Georgia mill. He was discussing a Con- 
stitution editorial of January 11, in 
which this paper commented on Dr. 
Wiley’s denunciation of artificially 
bleached flour and his statement that 
there was little of it now in interstate 
commerce. 

The man making the charge regard- 
ing Georgia and foreign flour has had 
approximately twenty years’ experi- 
ence in milling, and knows the bust- 
ness from the ground up. 

The Acid Tent. 

He brought with him to The Consti- 
tution office a bottle of acid and two 
samples of flour—one bleached and 
the other unbleached. 

The acid was made up according to 
the government formula for testing the 
two flours, which, until they are baked, 
are much the same in appearance. 

The two samples he laid out upon a 
cardboard, side by side, and only di- 
vided by a thin, running dent. 

“The bleached flour,” he explained, 
“will show up almost a red-pink. The 
unbleached flour will either be wun- 
changed or show a bare suggestion of 
pink.”’ 

Drop! went the acid on the two sam- 
ples.

“The way in which the consumer is 
thus ‘stung’ would be bad enough, but 
as @ matter of fact, he ia also poisoned 
by. this inferior bleached article. The 
electrical process develops nitrites in 
the flour, and that is what makes it 
show pink. There is a trace of nitrites 
in unbleached fiour, especially if it is 
old, but so trivial a percentage as not 
to worry about. If good flour were 
bleached, it would also show a negligi- 
ble percentage of nitrites, 

“The high percentage of nitrites in 
old or poor bleached flour is declared 
by chemists to be injurious to the 
stomach. Feed poor or musty wheat to 
chickens, and** watch them wilt... And 
that’s the sort of stuff that goes into 
the stomach of the unsuspecting con- 
sumer. 

Law Worthless Uniess Eaforced. 

“The law is a splendid one, but it 
is Worthless unless enforced universal- 
ly. We are contending that it be en- 
forced without regard to whom it hits, 
in justice to honest millers, who have 
abandoned bleaching in compliance 
with it, and in justice to the consumer 
who is being defrauded and injured 
without his knowing it. 

“Wholesale and retail grocers and 
jobbers who engage in bleached flour 
trade are subject to fine and confisca- 
tion of their goods. The mill is also 
subject to a fine, but when you consid- 
er their large daily profits you cannot 
,expect them to fear a small fine as 
would the middlemen by whom they 
reach the people. 

Many Grocers Innocent. 

“The majority of grocers are, per- 
haps, ignorant of the fraud . practiced 
on them, and which subjects them to 
penalties. They can find out easily by 
applying this simple acid test. Used 
universally, it would soon compel these 
conscienceless millers to observe the 
law or get out of business. 

“As a matter of fact, selling 
bleached flour against the law is getting 
money and business under false pre- 
tenses.

“As a direct result of such aggressive 
methods,” declared Mr. Crowell, “we 
have in the last two months placed 
about twelve thrifty and energetic 
northern farmers along our line, and 
letters from other ‘prospects’ are com- 
ing in at the rate of five and six a day. 
Apparently, the easterners we have 
settled on the cotton, vegetable and 
cantaloupe lands of the rich wiregrass 
are well satisfied. Many of them speak 
of sending for their families and 
neighbors, declaring the opportunities 
here for earning a livelihood are in- 
finitely larger than those back home. 

“It is impossible to estimate what 
the south annually loses,” concluded 
Mr. Crowell, “by failure of the large 
southern railroads to follow the west- 
ern example, such as we have. Judg- 
ing by our ratio of success, a con- 
certed campaign on part of the im- 
portant systems, instead of leaving the 
work to the small lines, would solve 
our development problem.”

“FOR THIS YEA 


The Council Committee 
Makes Up Its Budgets. 


'f Plans. of Committee and 
of Commissioner of Public 
Works Are Carried Out, This 
‘Will Be Great Year for Street 


Improvements. 


A great deal of important street 
work will be donein Atlantathis vear 
if the plans outlined by the street 
committee of council yesterday morn: 
ing are carried out. The commissioner 
of public works submitted to the com- 
mittee a budget of the amount of 
money needed for paving streets, plac- 
ing sidewalks and curbing and doing ail 
the repair work that will be necessary. 
This was adopted by the committee and 
will be presented to the finance com- 
mittee when it meets this morning. 

The finance committee will be asked 
t’ appropriate $30,000 for the streets 
ordinary fund, instead of $18,000, the 
Amount expended last year. Itwil!l ask 
for $35,000 as the city’s part 
the streets with chert and stone on the 
assessment plan. A new furid will be 
that of $3,500 to repair washouts and 
unpaved streets. 


New Outfits Needed. 


As will be seen by the fll budget 
presented by the commissioner of pub- 
lic works. he will ask for several mule§g, 
Wagons, séts of harness, a rock crusher 
and a steam drill. 

The street committee took uf the 
matter of widening Edgewood avenue 
at the corner of North Pryor, and it 
was Statedthat condemnation proceed- 
ings Were now in the courts. As soon 
as this is settled, Joel Hurt will give to 
the city enough frontage to widen Gil- 
mer street at the intersection of Ivy 
street and Edgewood avenue. 

The committee also considered the 
paving of Martetta street, and it was 
stated that the wood block pavement 
will be laid at once from Peachtree to 
Spring street, and when this is cor- 
pieted council will be asked to give 
more money to continue the pavement 
@s far as North avenue. 

New Sidewalks for Decatur Street. 

An important matter considered was 
the laying of new sidewalks on Decatur 
street from Peachtree to Yonge street. 
The commissioner of public works wil! 
condemn the, old Sidewalks so that the 
new paving can be made with tiles. 
Henry Y. McCord appeared before the 
committee and stated that as far as he 
‘ould learn the property holders were 
anxious to have the new sidewalks laid. 

It was agreed by the members of the 
committee that In the division of the 
chert fund, if any ward, by September 
1. had failed to use its part of the 
money, the balance should be poured 
back into the jug so that it could be 
used by other wards. 

The committee will meet again on 
Friday afternoon at 3 o’cleck for tne 
Purpose of considering a number of pa- 
pers that have been referred to it.

COUNTY TAXES 
CAUSE TROUBL 


[legal Levies by Some 
Counties, So It Is 
Claimed. 


to the fact that a number of 
Georgia counties failed to follow the 
requirements of the law in making 
their tax levies, they are having some 
trouble with their collections. 

The law permits counties to levy only 
50 per cent of the state tax for gen- 
eral purposes, which for 1909 gave 
them 2% mills. Besides that, they are 
allowed to levy 2 mills for roads, 2% 
mills for public schools, and to make 
other levies for certain extraordinary 
purposes. 

It seems that 


Owing 


a number of Georgia 
counties in making up their levies 
bunched all these different items to- 
gether under the single head of “gen- 
eral purposes,” which, of course, made 
a levy under that head. greater than 
the law permits, although the total 
amount, under various heads, may have 
been fully justified. 

As A result of this situation, a large 
number of counties, among them Up- 
son, Henry, Pike, Harris, Meriwether, 
Turner, Irwin, Clayton and Banks, are 
having difficulty with some of their 
collections, particularly from the rail- 
roads, 

In several instances the Southern 
railway, the Georgia Southern and 
Florida and the Atlanta, Birmingham 
and Atlantic have refused to pay the 
full amount claimed, remitting through 
‘the comptroller. general only’ the 
amount which they figured was allowed 
by law for general purposes. 

Some of the counties have 
to accept these checks tinless full pay- 
ment was made, but the comptroller 
general has advised them all to accept 
what is tendered, receiving it as part 
payment, and then taking legal steps 
to secure the balance. The ordinary or 
county commissioners, as the case may 
be, has the legal right to amend the 
levy, if it be found illegal, and by do- 
ing this the counties may ultimately 
get their tax money, though it will be 


delayed.

The bridge committee of council, 
Councilman Greer chairman, held its 
first business session in the mayor's 
|ornce yesterday morning. 

The committee will ask council for 
lan appropriation of $10,000 for keeping 
the present bridges in the city painted 
and repaired. It will ask for an ap- 
propriation of $4,500 for making spe- 
cial repairs on the Broad street bridge. 

City Engineer Clayton stated to the 
committee that Atlanta now had an 
investment of $800,000 in bridges, and 
that some of the structures were about 
to go to ruin because of a lack of paint 
and repairs. He said the Broad street 
bridge must at once have new beams 
put under it, as it would before very 
long become unsafe in its present con- 
dition. Most of the bridges, he stated, 
were injured by the sulphur in the 
smoke from locomotives.

State Board of Health 
Holds Annual Session. 


Indorses Coming Hook Worm 
Convention by Deciding to 
Attend in a Body---Annual 
Report Made by Secretary H. 
F. Harris. |

The state board of health, which 
held its annual meeting in its quar- 
ters in the basement of the state 
capitol yesterday, considered the com- 


ing hook worm convention, to be held 


merce, of such great importance that 
it decided to meet here at that time 
in a body for the purpose of attend- 
ing its sessions, and a resolution to 
that effect was unanimously passed. 

It was decided by the board to be- 
gin as quickly as possible.the work 
of surveying and analyzing the sources 
of water supplies of various. cities 
and towns within the state, in order 
to determine whether or not the water 
is perfectly healthy. The legislature 
some time ago appropriated $5,000 to 
this purpose. 

The board elected Paul Norcross, of | 
Atlanta, as consulting engineer. Mr. 
Norcross has made a special study of 
sanitary water and sewer systems, 


and his services in this connection 
will be valuable to the board,  es- 
pecially in the matter of examination 
of the water supply systems. A chem- 
ist is also to be chosen. 

No officers were elected at this 
meeting, as they were chosen at the 
annual meeting in 1908, and their 
terms have not yet expired. 

Dr. Harris’. Report. 

The annual report of Dr. H. F. Har- 
ris, secretary, which was read to the 
board, covered the last nine meontne, 1 
within which time it was shown they 
1.979 analyses and examinations have 
been made. 

Within the same period the board 
has treated 296 cases of rabies, out of 
which number only one patient died, 
and his death came so long after the 
administration of the treatment that 
it is considered doubtful if it can be 
attributed to that disease. 

Within the year-and-a-half 
which the board has been treating 
oases of rabies, only two patients 
have been lost out of a total of 698 
treated. 

Within the nine months’ period the 
state board has sent out free of cost 
for use in the treatment of diphtheria 
a total of 3,409,000 units of anti-toxin, 
and has on hand about 3,000,000 units 
more. This anti-toxin !s distributed 
absolutely free of cost to those who 
need it and apply for it. 

The board has also distributed in 
the same period 1,217 doses of tuber- 
culin for use in the treatment of 
tuberculosis. 

The board of health adopted a

policy for more extensive publicity in 
the dissemination of information re- 
lative to health matters. This will be 
carried out both through lectures at 
various points in the state and in the 
furnishing of information to the press. 
The details of this matter were left 
to the president and secretary, Dr.

Harris.

the Southern railroad to attract set- 
tiers along its lines. Dr. Knapp, whose 
work in the department of agriculture 
has attracted wide attention, then un- 
folded a plan for the development of 
agriculture in North Carolina, that 
seemed almost like a story from the 
Arabian Nights. 

Roth drainage and irrigation were 
prominent themes of the speaker. 
The total area of the state, he said, 
was 31,193,000 acres, while the culti- 
vated area was only 5,769,954 acres. 
The number of acres requiring drain- 
age was 2,748,160, or nearly one-half 
of the total area cultivated at the 
present time. 

“Let us take a little 
our estate,” suggested the scientist. 
‘Over one-half is timber, but mostly 
timber. A great deal of the best tim- 
ber has been selected and sold for a 
trifiing amount. One-fourth of the 
land ig improved. One-sixth is culti- 
vated. That is, one-sixth of the en- 
tire area must pay the taxes on the 
five-sixths and support your entire 
population.”
